ynar. "I don't think this coal can. be 
bought at $300 pei acte ni the end of 
another year," said Mr Kennedy "and 
•wi desired to fortify outseHes against 
that contingency' 


The coal included In tills deal Is 


situated in Morgan and Washington 
townships, Greene count}, chiefly in 
the former township

The tract adjoins the pronoctj

The capital Block ot tho Company Is
